In historic perspective, the m ort Im portant result j 
of the Moscow conference, according to the published 
account, probably is recognition by G reat B ritain of 
Russia's E uropean influence 
T he United States, who"- influence in European 
affairs established by virtue of Intercession in two 
wars, Is a p artn er in the recognition. 
It is noteworthy 
that the salient, agreem ents readied in the conference 
though nam ing China as one of the agreeing p art ie 
d o not cover any questions raised bv tile war in tho 
Pacific. 
T he conference concerned only m atters to 
be settled in connection with the particip an ts’ com 
m on enem ies 
G erm any and its satellite powers in 
Europe 
While tins cannot be called unexpected It is never­ 
theless significant. 
Historically 
Russia has been in

the border of the continent of Euroja- has involved It 
in war a n d affected its national existence without 
recognition of any identity us one of the European 
family of nations. 
Tills, concept of Russia’s status 
appeared as recently as Hie Munich conference, when 
O rem Britain and France disposed of European prob­ 
lems vitally affecting Russia’s welfare without con­ 
sulting the Russian government.
